try. People in the warmer climutes 
suffer from colds just as do people 
In the colder areas, As a matter 
of fact, the Eskimos In the Arctic 
regions never suffer colds, except 
for short periods ufter the visits of 
ships from other parts of the world, 
indicating that the germs (If, In- 
deed, that {s what they are-—no one 
really knows) are brought Into 
these frigid parts from Jands where 
milder weather prevalls. On Admir- 
fl Byrd's first, expedition to the Ant:

“Situated gome 12,500 feet above 
sea level, on a mountaln plateau 
between two towerlng ranges of 
the Andes, Lake ‘Titicnca spreads 
Its blue mirror in a reglon where 
the air Is so Intensely keen and 
cold that horsey cannot work, and 
even some of the sure-footed burros 
must have thelr nostrils gilt in or: 
‘der to breathe,” says the Natfon- 
al Geographic seclety. “Tourlsts 
frequently suffer from the thunrp- 
ing heart and nausea of mountain 
sickness, but Aymara Indians, na- 
tive to the place, have developed 
massive chests and large torsos 
whieh enable them to carry heavy 
burdens on thelr backs up steep 
paths without distress. 

Water Never Reaches Sea.

Liberia ig a republic, one of the 
three independent negro nations | 
of the world. It had {ts origin In 
the efforts of several American and ; 
European colonization socleties to 
establish a homeland for Uberated 
slaves, 

The first settlement was planted 
in 1822, and in 1847 the Jand grants 
which bad been acquired from na- 
tive chiefs by the colonization go- 
eleties were constituted as the re- 
publle of Liberia. The United States 
was rather tardy in giving recogni- 
tion to the new nation, observes a 
writer In the Cleveland cinin Deal- 
er, but ft has since several slimes | 
made the rest of the world un. | 
derstand that it Is interested tn | 
keeping Liberia Independent, or the | 
republic would probably have been 
swallowed up long since by one of 
the European powers. 

The constitution and government 
of Liberia are modeled upon those 
of the United States, There tgs a 
congréss made up of @ senate and 
n house of representatives, and the 
executlye authority Is vested In a 
president and a cnbinet of six. 
Klectors must be of negro blood 
and owners of Iand. All of the off- 
veers of government are Herroes, 
largely the descendants of Amert- 
cain nerroes, The offical lan.
